One Year Ago. 

All the world laughed at a despatch 
said to have been forwarded by a 
Chinese general during the war 
between his country and Japan.

Making Hotbeds. 


This is a work that will now be occupying | 
the attention of those growers who are able 
to get a good stock of manure, As a rule, | 
this manure does not receive sufficient wurk 
ing to ensure а mild and lasting heat, says a | 
writer in the Market Gardener. The manure | 
should b» shaken out and damped where 
there is any sign of dryness. The font straw 
should be kept in for this work, as it is really 
this that gives the long continued heat. If 
the manure is quite fresh, three or four turn 
ings will be necessary, continued over a 
period of about fourteen days. If spent tan is | 
to be had from the tanyard for the purpose of | 
hotbed making, two loads may be mixed with 
every six tons of manure. This will cause 
the heat to be more regular and also much | 
longer in duration. There are not so many | 
tanyards about as formerly, but it is to be 
feared that market men forget to take 
advantage of this material when they get a 
chance.

Gladstone Hall named after that 
eminent statesman, because it was 
opened by him in 1891, is a large build- 
ing constructed to offer the inhabitants 
facilities for dramatic and musical 
entertainments, lectures, meetings, etc, 


Lever Free Library and Museum. 


It has since been supplemented by an 
Open-Air Theatre—the first of its kind 
in England. The proscenium is -& 
separate structure, which, with the 
fall of the curtain, becomes entirely 
enclesed. The Auditorinm is formed 
of steel rails and girders, covered with 
waterproof canvas, which is removed 
in the winter. 

A point of interest is the Village Inn, 
not only for its tasteful old-world
